lrish Railway Traffic 


MPROVEMENTS in the ‘Drumm 

battery, assisted , and »;checked 

i sui the Edisón Laboratories in 

the United States of America, were 

explained to an Jrish Timesi reporter 

last night by Dr. J..J. Drumm, the 
inventor. k 

The improved battery s— ‘‘ which 
has a future in the United States of 
America for such post-war “traction 
methods as require electricity’’— is 
claimed to drive a train to Belfast 
and. half-way back again on one 
charge, and, when applied -to rail- 
roads, to show a 10 per cent. saving 
in bulk, and 20 per cent, in weight. 
and to give ó per cent. 
mileage and a higher speed. It 
embodies the same electro-chemical 
construction as the original battery. 

“It is,” said Dr. Drumm, ‘the 
only system of railway electrifica- 
tion in Eire which is economicall 
possible. If the railways maeeed, 
the batteries would have to, be made 
by Edison, owing to the lack of 
specialised skill in producing and 
using the tools. After the first 
set of batteries had been made, 
further ones could be produced in 
this country, under Edison super- 
vision.”’ 

The new battery is the result of a 
process of laborious improvement, 
development in metallurgy, and of 
expert advice and friendly criticism 
from the Edison Laboratories, which 
have asked Dr. Drumm to go to the 
United States and superintend the 
exploitation of the battery there, 


A COMPARISON 

Although, said the doctor,  “ the 
Irish railways did‘ not believe in my 
battery, even when it was first taken 
up, a check-up of results recently 
made by Messrs. Merz and McLellan, 
foremost railway consultants in the 
world, showed the following com- 
parisons between steam and Beste 
operation based on the present four 
Drumm _trains:—Cost per train 
mile—steam, 18.28 pence; Drumm, 
i pence. Maintenance—steam, 
7.41 pence; Drumm, 3.43. The 
amount saved 
during 20 years’ running is £1,670, 
allowing for all capital charges, 
maintenance, running costs, and the 
provigion of a sinking fund. On the 
next 20 years the saving would 
amount to £9.000.”’ -

Electrifying Irish 


Railways 


Advocating the electrification of 
Trish railways, Mr.. T, Illingworth, 
A.M.I.E.E., A.M.I.H,V,E,, C, & G, 
(Traction), Electrical and Heating

“THE Supreme Court (the Chief 
IS Justice, Mr. Justice Mur- 
naghan, Mr. Justice Geoghegan, 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne, and Mr. 
Justice Black) yesterday announced 
their decision ‘that Section 4 of the 
School Attendance Bill, 1942, is 
repugnant to the Constitution. 

The bill had been referred to the 
Court by the President of Ireland 
for its decision on the question— 
whether or not the Section was 
Tepugnant to the Constitution, or 
any provision thereof. 

Section 4 provides that a child 
shall not be déemed to be receiving 
a suitable education in a manner 
other than by attending a National 
School. a suitable school, or a 
recognised school, without a certifi- 
cate from the Minister for Educa- 
tion. 

The. Chief . Justice said that, 
speaking generally, it appeared to 
the Court, that the Constitution com- 
templated that. normally the right 
and duty of educating children was 
vested in parents, and that it was 
only in exceptional cases—where the 
parents neglected their duty—that 
the State was entitled to interfere, 
and then only to the limited extent 
mentioned in Article. 42 (which pro- 
vides that freedom of conscience and 
the free profession and practice of 
religion are, subject to public order 
and morality, guaranteed to every 
citizen). Clause 5 of Article 42 was 
limited to exceptional cases, where 
the failure of the parents was due 
to physical or moral reasons, and 
could be disregarded for ths purpose 
of their opinion. 


PARENTS’ RIGHTS 


Apart from that clause the only 
‘right of the State to interfere in the 
education of children sprang ftom 
Clause 3, Paragraph 2. Having de- 
clared in Clause 1 that the State 
guaranteed to respect the inalienable 
right and duty of parents to provide 
according to their means for. the 
-education-of their children, the Con- 
stitution in Clause 2 expréssly ale- 
clared that, parents shall be free to 
rovide this education in their 
omes, or in private schools, or in 
schools recognised or established by 
the State. Clause Paragrap 
1, the State declared that it could 
not oblige parents, in violation of 


ence. to send their children to schools 
established or: designated by the 
State. So far there was nothing to 
indicate any right or intention on 
the part of the State to interfere in 
iany way in the education of 
children. It must, however, have 
been, and quite clearly was, contem- 
plated that some parents would or 
os Fr fail to discharge their duty, 
and for the purpose of providing for 
this eventuality Clause 5, Paragraph 
2, was inserted. It provided that 
the State shall, as guardian of the 
common good, require, in view of 
actual conditions, that the child 
receivé a certain minimum educa- 
tion, moral, intellectual and social. 
What. was the meaning and extent 
of this provision? What was. re- 
ferred to as “a certain minimum 
education ” had not been defined by 
the Constitution, and, accordingly, 
the Court was of opinion that the 
State, acting in its legislative capa-

By all accounts, the terrain in 
region lends itself ad- 
mirably to .defence, and there 
can be no doubt that Marshal 
Rommel ‘has made the most 
of his opportunities. Broad- 
casting from Berlin yesterday, 
Captain Ludwig Sertorius, one of 


said that, although General Mont- 
gomery had brought up most of 
his infantry, he had not launched 
a major attack on Marshal 
Rommel's new position, and 
obviously was biding his time, 
Evidently he proposes to repeat 
the tactics which he used against 
the Mareth Line, and to con- 
centrate against the Tunisian 
““strong-bos ” a terrific force of 
artillery. 

Mr. H. L. Stimson, United 
States Secretary for War, stated 
yesterday that ‘‘severe and 
bitter fighting’’ lay ahead in 
Tunisia. The Axis Powers, he 
said, had at their disposal two 
first-rate ports and about a dozen 
air-fields ; and it is estimated that 
the Germans and Italians have 
between 175,000 and 200,000 
troops in the area. In these cir- 
cumstances, General Montgomery’s 
decision to hasten slowly probably 
indicates sound generalship. The 
German Luftwaffe has been show- 
ing signs of increased activity 
during the last few days, and it 
is evident that the Afrikakorps is: 
a force with which General Mont- 
gomery still has to _ reckon. 
German reports state that British 
commandos tried to spring a 
surprise by a landing behind the 
Axis lines near Cap _ Serrat. 
According to the German 
accounts, Marshal Rommel’s men 
were ready for ' them,” and “béat 
them off with severe casualties,' 
Be that as it may, events in 
Tunisia are rushing towards a 
climax. The British and Ameri- 
cans, ‘with the aid of the French 
under General Leclerc, are con- 
fining their efforts at the moment 
to the ‘‘ironing-out’’ of incon- 
venient. salients in the German 
and Italian lines between Enfida- 
ville and Cap Serrat.* Even if 
the estimated strength of the 
Germans and Italians at more 
than 170,000 men be accurate— 
and there is reason to suppose 
that ib is grossly exaggerated— 
the British and Americans, on 
paper, at any rate, have a sub- 
stantially stronger force, which 
can afford to wait. Much will 
depend henceforward on the rela- 
tive strengths of the Allied and 
Axis Air Forces. Marshal 
Rommel has only two major ports 
iat his disposal—Tunis and 
Bizerta. The problem of supplies, 
even for a force of 150,000 men, 
must be presenting formidable 
difficulties, especially since the 
British and Americans enjoy an 
admitted superiority at sea. A 
frontal attack on the Tunisian 
‘‘ strong-box’’ undoubtedly would 
be. expensive; but the stakes for 
which the rival armies are fight-' 
ing in North Africa are high, 
and the final clearance of the 
North African coast would give a 
tremendous advantage to the 
Allies,

Origins of Chess 


A correspondent sends 
entertaining essay, from 
London Magazine and Monthly

He adds that. the Queen is so 
called by an error—Fierge, from the 
Persian Ferz, a vizier, being mis- 
taken for Vierge, ‘and thence 
becoming Lady or Queen. At first, 
he says, this piece eould move only 
two ‘steps ; but “the constraint 
is ó the Lady of Chess was dis- 

easing to our Forefathers,” they 
Ustendea the rights of the piece, 
and ‘‘in consequence oftheGallantry a 
so natural to the Western People, 
the Lady became the most con- 
siderable Piece of all the Game.”’

Black or White? 


The fact that the . coffee-crinking 
habit is growing, now that the tea 
ration has been reduced, suggests 
the question: *‘ Will we Irish ever 
put our teapots on the mantelpiece 
to keep the insurance-money in, and 

take to coffee as affectionately as, 
say, ‘the citizens of the United 
States have done?’ 

Well-made coffee undoubtedly is a 
fine stimulant, but in this country 
ib is rarely well. made. Perhaps the, 

‘‘ coffee interests’? may continue and 
elaborate their effor:s to educate us 
in the simple methods which make a 
tasse (or demi-) of Continental 
coffee so enjoyable. One prominent 
firm of tea und coffee merchants 
(who were established in 1782, and 
go ought to know) incerporate @ 
booklet of recipes in their packs. 

No. 1 recipe, highly recommended, 
is: four dessertspoons’ full of 
cofiee, put in s saucepan, and 
brought to the boi. Add the samo 
quantity of cold mux and a tiny 
pinch of salt, and bring to the boil 
again slowly, allowing to simmer 
three minutes. Strain into earthen. 
wate jug. or direct into cup. Add 

a teaspoonful of cream or condensed 
milk. Try this in your coffee-pot 
to-night !
